DEATH OF CHARLES EVANS HUGHES 


Charles Evans Hughes, a man of extraordinary 
talents as a lawyer, jurist and statesman, did not attain 
the highest goal he reached for—the presidency. He tried 
in 1916, against Woodrow Wilson, and missed by 3,777 
California votes. 


Political observers report that he lost California and 
the election because he snubbed Hiram Johnson, a sen- 
ator from that state, in his campaign tour. Johnson failed 
to take the stump for Hughes. 


But one little incident was hardly enough to keep a 
man of Hughes' talents from the White house during an 
era in which his party was in the ascendance. Hughes was 
not out in the political mould. His personality was unable 
to register changing moods as the political exigencies re- 
quired. 


Neither was Wilson the typical politician. But Wilson 
did not make a serious blunder. And this was the one elec- 
tion in Hughes' active political career (not counting the 
Bull Moose split of 1912) when a Republican could not 
expect to win without much effort. • 


But, while he was widely believed to have been 
soured by this experience, it did not wear him down. He 
lived to be 86, and died last week. 


Time will not dim his achievements—a translator 
of Greek at eight; college student at 14; a famous prose- 
cutor in his early '40s; twice governor of New York; U. S. 
supreme court justice and later chief justice; secretary of 
state from 1921 to 1925—truly a man of great ability.
